Victor Moore plays six different people 
in “Carolina Blues” — so here’s your 


chance for an unusual character board 
for your lobby a week before opening. 
Get the six different stills Nos. 42, 101, 63, 
100, 91, 65 at your Columbia exchange 
and mount them as shown in the illustra- 
tion above. 


‘JITTERBUG SESSION 


Arrange with the local “jitterbug” young- 
sters of your town to stage an early box- 
office line-up for the first showing of “’Car- 
olina Blues,” and have them perform an 
impromptu swing session in the theatre 
aisles when Kyser’s band “gets hot.” 
Keep your connection with the swing 
session as obscure as possible, commun- 
icating with only ONE leader of the 
younger group. Swear him to secrecy! 
Have the “jitterbug” performance staged 
when critics, or other newspaper repre- 
sentatives, are in the theatre. Photograph 
the boxoffice line and forward prints to 
all the newspapers. Emphasize theatre, 
picture and playdate credits in each 
caption. 


LEG LOBBY 


Ann Miller is one terrific gal to dress up 
your lobby! Blow up her leg stills and 
place them in lobby corners with baby 
spots focussed on them. Your artist and 
electrician should go all-out in creating 
a luscious lobby for your showing of 
“Carolina Blues.” (Use Still Nos. Ann 


Miller 393, K455.) 


ORGAN SONG FESTS 


Give your organist a supply of “Carolina 
Blues” music and have him play songs in 
advance of picture. Repeat the songs 
during the week preceding your play- 
date. Announce that the songs are from 
“Carolina Blues” coming to your theatre. 


LOBBY SONG BOOTH 


With the cooperation of a local music 
store, a week in advance of playdate, 
erect a lobby booth for the sale of sheet 
music from the picture and recordings by 
Kay Kyser. Appropriate signs should sell 
the picture, stars and playdate. 


LOBBY PLUGGER 


Set up a piano in 
your lobby a week 
before opening 
and get a local 
pianist to play all 
of the  picture’s 
songs. A sign, on 
or near the piano, 
should carry copy 
as shown in the 
illustration at the 
right. 


MUSIC FOR GI's 


Win favorable comment and perform a 
patriotic gesture by offering free tickets 
to all patrons, who, a week in advance 
of playdate, bring to your theatre usable 
musical instruments to be sent to men 
and women in the service. Assemble 
gifts into an attractive lobby display and 
place a sign with copy similar to this: 
Help Keep Up the Servicemen’s Morale by Contribu- 


ting Your Old Musical Instruments — Lift YOUR 
Own Morale by Seeing “Carolina Blues.”

Display Set-piece 
Easy to construct yet plenty patron- 
pulling! Our artist adapts the stock 
posters to make an excellent set- 
piece for display in your lobby. The 
dancing figure of Ann Miller is lifted 
from the 6-sheet, the copy panel from 
the 3-sheet and the star heads from 
the 1-sheet. Set it up in three planes: 
(1) figure; (2) copy panel; (3) heads. 
Apply flitter to Ann Miller’s costume 
for added display value. To get add- 
ed color, have your sign shop make 
up a number of musical notes in var- 
ious sizes, flitter them, and project 
them at different angles from the set- 
piece. 
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Kay Kyser’s band and other 
outstanding radio groups 
are currently plugging the 
hit tunes featured in “Car- 
olina Blues” with full credit 
to the picture. Vocalists with 
leading “name” bands are 
sky-rocketing the melodies 
to wide popularity. Cash in 
on the build-up the picture 
is getting via its songs by in- 
tensifying the playing of the 
tunes in your city! Contact 
the local dance and radio 
bands and get them to fea- 
ture the songs giving the 
picture and your playdate 
credit. Talk to the music 
directors of local radio sta- 
tions about using the tunes 
with credits. Contact music 
shops and have them prom- 
inently display the songs in 
still-filed windows with a 
large sign giving full picture 
and playdate credits. Line 
up every shop in town!

WARBLING WORKER 


The publicity directors of the local war 
plauts will help you put on a search for 
the best woman singer among the work- 
ers. The finals can be held on your stage 
on the opening night of “Carolina Blues.” 
The winner should be presented with a 
War Bond and might be booked for one- 
night stands at the local night spots and 
hotels. Proprietors would welcome the 
publicity tie-ups. Cards announcing con- 
test should state that it was inspired by 


“Carolina Blues” (with playdates and 
credits). They should be placed prom- 
inently throughout cooperating plants. 
For further publicity on this contest, 
contact your local newspaper for story 
and photo coverage. 
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PLANT MUSIC STILLS 


It is suggested that you plant stills of Kay 
Kyser and his band wherever young 
folks congregate. Mount a still on a card 
large enough to carry full picture and 
playdate credits and arrange for display 
in ice cream parlors, school lunch rooms, 
skating rinks, etc. Don’t overlook young 
folks’ clothing shops and departments of 
large stores. 


MUSIC WINDOWS 


Arrange with the proprietors of local 
music and record stores and counters to 
set up window displays of Kay Kyser 
sheet music and recordings, and to play 
Kay Kyser records on their phonographs 
a week in advance of the opening of 
“Carolina Blues.” The displays can be 
attractively decorated with Still Nos. 69, 
71 and 125 and should be accompanied 
by large window cards announcing that 
Kay Kyser is coming to your theatre Fri- 
day in Columbia's “Carolina Blues,” with 
Ann Miller and Victor Moore. 


LOBBY MUSIC 


Place a phonograph in your lobby a 
week before your opening and play 
Kay Kyser recordings at frequent in- 
tervals. A sign placed advantageously 
in the lobby should inform your patrons 
that the music is by Kay Kyser and his 
orchestra, and that the “Ol’ Professor” is 
coming to your theatre Friday in Colum- 
bia’s musical laugh-hit, “Carolina Blues.” 
If possible hook up the phonograph to 
your public address system and send the 
tunes out into the street. 


‘CHATTER’ PLUGS 


Ask conductors of radio chatter programs 
to play Kay Kyser recordings. Suggest 
an announcement to the effect that “the 
recording just played was (name of song) 
played by Kay Kyser and his band, star- 
ring in the new Columbia musical, ‘Car- 
olina Blues,’ now at the State Theatre.” 


JUKE BOXES 


Place large cards atop juke boxes in your 
local cafes, night clubs and recreation 
centers, first making arrangements with 
the proprietors. Use this copy:

‘Ol’ Professor’ Kay 
Began Swing Career 
With College Band 


James Kern Kyser was born 
in Rocky Mount, North Caro- 
lina, June 18, 1906. The Kyser 
family helped found this impor- 
tant tobacco center in the 18th 
century. 

At high school, Kay’s energy 
made him run for nearly every 
elective office. Most of the time 
he won, and at various times he 
served as cheer leader, class 
president, editor of the annual, 
member ef several scholastic so- 
cieties and manager of the 
junior football team. 

When Kay entered the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina in 
1924 he continued the same 
pace. Too slight to make the 
athletic teams, he worked on 
school publications, as impres- 
sario of the school’s shows 
dance chairman and cheer lead- 
er. He became a member of 
Sigma Nu fraternity and of 
Alpha Kappa Psi, and was elect- 
ed to two honorary societies. 

Kay’s original career idea 
was law. This was sidetracked 
when he organized a campus 
dance band in 1926. The aggre- 
gation proved so popular that 
it played for proms and hops at 
more than 40 colleges in the 
South, West and mid-West. At 
this time, Kay began to think 
about sticking to music as a 
profession, and when he receiv- 
ed his B.A. in 1928, he decided 
that the baton was to be a perm- 
anent thing. 


“Ol Professor” 


Today, to millions of radio 
listeners and rug-cutters, Kay is 
known as the “Ol’ Professor” 
through his air program, “Kol- 
lege of Musical Knowledge.” He 
started Ginny Simms on her 
road to singing fame, and has 
since replaced her with Georgia 
Carroll, a blonde lovely who is 
quickly building to star stature 
and has very recently become 
his wife. Also in Kay’s band as 
soloists and specialty artists are 
such of his discoveries as Ish 
Kabibble, Diane Pendleton, Har- 
ry Babbitt and Sully Mason. 

Kyser has definite ideas of 
the type of entertainment chores 
he wishes to do while the war 
continues. He refuses all en- 
gagements, no matter how lu- 
crative, to appear before civil- 
ians. Indefatigable in his work 
on bond drives, he has chalked 
up an enviable record of $90,- 
000,000 in official bond sales, 
with at least another $50,000,- 
000 unofficially credited to his 
efforts. 

His motion picture career has 
been devoted to placing himself, 
with his band, in serio-comic 
musical stories. These have in- 
cluded “That’s Right, You’re 
Wrong,” “Playmates,” “You'll 
Find Out,” “My Favorite Spy” 
and “Swing Fever.” At present 
he is appearing in Columbia 
Pictures’ “Carolina Blues” which 
is co-starring him with Ann 
Miller and Victor Moore at the 
agboovnu00 Theatre.
